Financial aid 
tips for parents 


Parents of college-bound stu- 
dents are probably hearing lots 
of sales pitches from companies 
that promise to help them find 
financial aid to pay for college. 

There is no need to pay. for 
this kind of information, which 
can be obtained free by working 
with a guidance counselor, 
checking out sources in. the 
library, doing free online schol- 
arship searches or contacting the 
financial aid office of the col- 
lege the student plans to attend, 

Those who. decide to use a 
company. to help find: financial 
aid need to make sure they are 
dealing with a reputable one, 
The: Federal Trade. Commission 
cautions students to. be especial- 
ly skeptical about scholarship 
search companies and websites 
that make these claims; 

* “You've been selected by a 
national foundation to recéive a 
scholarship.” @heek with a guid- 
ance. counselor, or. ‘The 
Foundation Center at 
www.fdcenter.org.to find out if 
the foundation is legitimate, Be 
especially. wary of receiving 
notification of being a finalist in 
a. scholarship: contest. not 
entered. 

* “We'll do-all the. work,” It’s 
highly. unlikely” the company. 
will fill out all the applications 
for all the financial aid sources it 
sends: 

* “I just need a credit card or 
bank account number to hold 
this scholarship.” If unsure of 
the source, ‘never give these 
numbers to a person or compa- 
ny. 

* “This ‘scholarship: will cost 
some money.” Some legitimate 
scholarships. do have up-front 
fees, but they should ‘not ‘be 
more that $5 or $10. Many 
scams will charge a fee ‘and use 
some of, those fees to award 
token scholarships. ‘so. they 
appear legitimate. The -opera- 
tors, however, pocket the: vast 
majority of the money. ' 

* “You're guaranteed to’ get 
money for. College or your 
money back.” Read the fine 
print. To get a refund, the stu- 
dent may have to receive a rejec- 
tion letter from every source on 
the list. Unserupulous compa- 
nies have been, known to giye 
students sources that do not 
exist, so they can't get a rejec- 
tion letter. The fine print. may 
also state that all types of stu- 
dent aid are included, So, if the 


» student does not get a scholar- 


ship but does get a student loan; 
he/she will not get’ the money. 
back.

Generator Safety is important 


We uphold our employees’ 
safety and the safety of our 
members as a top priority, espe- 
cially in dangerous times. 

When storms hit our area, we 
rush to your aid as soon as 
weather conditions permit our 
linemen: to travel and make 
repairs safely. 

We. take necessary” precaus 
tions before we begin to work 
on: downed powerlines. ° First} 
we. verify. that the’ Circuit’ {s 
deenergized, and that the proper 
switches are opened and tagged 
to’ isolate the circuit-from the 
system. We then place ground 
chains on ‘the circuit---on both 
sides of our workmen - to assure 
the line cannot be successfully 
energized. 

City of Elba is proud of our 
outstanding safety record, but 
sometimes, no’ matter: the pre- 
cautions we take to keep -our 
members and workers. safe, the 
very. people we are there to help 
unknowingly put our lives - and 
their own - in danger. 

Portable- generators, widely 
used to sustain consumers when 
powerlines. are down, can prove 
fatal to workers and consumers 
when used improperly. 

Last July, a lineman died in 
Flomaton, Ala., whenhe con- 
tacted a powerline that was 
energized by an improperly 
installed generator. 41-year-old 
Ronnie Adams of- Winterville, 
Ga., was. working to restore 
power after Hurricane Dennis. 
Employed by Pike Electric of 
North Carolina, he was married 
and had two teenage children. 

Of course, residents would 
never purposely cause the death 
of a linéman. Nevertheless, a 
generator connected to a home's 
Wiring or plugged into a regular 
household outlet can cause 
backfeeding along powerlines 
and electrocute anyone who 
comes in contact with them - 
even if the line seems dead. 

But City of Elba employees 
are not the ones in danger when 
a portable generator is. used 
improperly, The generator own- 
ers themselves can be at risk of 
electrocution, fire injury, prop- 
erty damage or carbon monox- 
ide poisoning if they do not fol- 
low. the necessary safety rules, 

Portable generators can be 
very helpful to consumers dur- 
ing outages, but we urge our 
members to follow these safety 
guidelines when using portable 
generators: 

* Never connect a generator 
directly to your homes wiring. 
This can cause backfeeding 
along power lines and electro- 
cute anyone coming in contact 
with them, including line work- 
ers making repairs. 

* Never plug a generator into 
a regular household outlet, This 
can also cause backfeeding and 
pose. an electrocution risk to 
utility workers and others 


served by the same utility trans- 
former. : 

¢ Always plug appliances, 
directly into generators. 
Connecting the generator to 
your home's circuits or wiring 


must be done by a qualified, . 


licensed electrician who will 
install a transfer switch to pre- 
vent backfeeding. 

« Use heavy-duty, outdoor- 
rated extension cords. Make 
gure éxtensioh cords are free of 
cuts or tears and the plug has all 
three prongs. Overloaded cords 
can cause fired or equipment 
damage. 

* Ensure your generator ‘is 
properly grounded. 

* Never overload your genera- 
tor. A portable generator should 
be used. only when necessary 
and only to power essential 
equipment or appliances. 

* Turn off all equipment pow- 
ered by the generator before 
shutting down the generator. 

¢ Keep the generator dry. 
Operate it on a dry surface under 
an open structure. 

« Always have a fully charged 
fire extinguisher nearby. 

* Never fuel a generator while 
it is operating. 

¢ Read and adhere to the man- 
ufacturer’s instructions for safe 
operation. _ Never cut corners 
when it comes to safety.

Let’s Go... 


Most of us had rather do our 
fishing at dawn or late after- 
noon, especially in the, scorch- 
ing weather we have had lately. 
But sometimes schedules and 
arrival time at a lake may put us 
there in the middle of the day. 
This certainly isn’t our favorite 
time to fish, but sometimes we 
can find bass in a feeding frenzy 
when the sun is straight up. 

I can remember one particular 
time on Eufaula when a friend 
and I had fished all morning 
with little to show for it, We 
were headed for the dock when 
we decided to give the bass one 
last try. We pulled up into a trib- 
utary creek that had a tee 
canopy that almost spanned the 
little creek. The bass were smart 
enough to move into this shaded 
area with cooler water. We 
couldn't believe how. fast they 
were biting. 

Fishing tributary creeks is 
certainly nothing new 10 sca 
soned fisherman, but many 
never think about fishing them 
during midday. Any creck is 
worth a try, but creeks with the 
most cover available are usually 
the most productive. Fallen 
trees, stumps and bushes are like 
& magnet Lo bass, especially if 
they are in at least partial shade, 
During the fall and winter, 
migrating baitfish are an added 
attractant. 

In creeks with a strong current 
or where water is being released

chasing shad, Dirty or stained 
water conditions may call for 
pitching or flipping jigs or plas- 
tic worms. A good way to fish a 
creek mouth is by anchoring or 
holding the boat in deeper water 
away from a point and cast 


crankbaits back. toward the | 


point. 

Creeks are a time-tested place 
for midday bass, but there are 
other places that can be produc- 
tive. Another ideal spot to try 
during midday is along the 
edges of thick vegetation such 
as milfoil, hydrilla or other 
aquatic vegetation, Fish will 

congregate in the vegetation just 
as we seek out a shade tree dur- 
ing a mid day break in the out- 
doors. 

I like the 3 or 4-inch plastic 
grubs on 1/8 or 1/16 ounce jig- 
heads. Small weedless spoons 
and spinner baits also work well 
in vegetation, If you can find an 
area where the vegetation meets 
open water, this is usually a hot 
spot. A stop and go retrieve, 
fished slowly, will often entice a 
strike. The bass will hide right at 
the edge of a wall of vegetation 
waiting to dart out and grab an 
unsuspecting baitfish, 

If you can't fish during dawn 
and dusk hours, don't hesitate to 
try midday, weather permitting. 
One thing for sure, the lake 
won't be pearly as crowded this 
time of year at midday, 


Each calendar’ year, the 
Commissioner of Conservation 
and Natural Resources desig- 
nates a “Free Fishing Day” for 
the public to fish recreationally 
in public waters without’a fish- 
ing license.

Committee’s yearly activities. 

According to, Larry Walker, 
assistant director of the Coffee 
County Emergency 
Management Agency, the exer- 
cise portrayal began when 30 
students from UAB have a bus 
accident on their way home the 
day after going to the Peanut 
Festival. Shortly after the “acci- 
dent” he said some of the stu- 
dents began exhibiting respira- 
tory problems. 

Walker said the exercise 
included ~ personnel ~— from 
Enterprise Rescue, Enterprise 
Fire Dept., Elba Police Dept., 
, Coffee County 
EMS, and other county agen- 
cies. He also said personnel 
from. the state police responded 
along with Emergency 
Management Agency personnel 
and Public Health officials, 

Walker said the idea behind

Coffee County 
Commissioners voted Monday, 
June 12, to appropriate funds to 
help the Elba Adult Daycare 
facility to remain open and 
operating at least through Oct. 
Ist of this year. 

Three citizens addressed com- 
missioners separately regarding 
a concern the facility would be 
closed, 

Warren Hataway was the first 
to address commissioners, and 
he said the impression in the 
community was that the facility 
was slated to be closed, 
Hataway said the facility is in 
need of funding to remain open, 
therefore, he attended Monday's 
commission meeting to ask 
commissioners to help keep it 
open through at least Oct 1st. 

Hattaway said he also had 
spoken with local legislators 
asking them for help. He said 
they indicated the governor is 
searching for funding to keep 
the daycare facility operating.

personnel would get a good idea 
of how to hand an_ infectious 
disease incident if one were to 
actually occur in Coffee County. 

In the mock exercise, Walker 
said emergency personnel dealt 
with 22 victims total with three 
deaths (one due to trauma ‘from 
the accident and the other two 
from the respiratory illness). 
The exercise also involved the 
transportation of victims to the 
arta hospitals. Walker said the 
training exercise continued at 
the Elba and Enterprise hospi- 
tals after victims Were transport-' 
ed.from the ‘scene of the inci- 
dent, 

At the conclusion of the mock 
incident, ‘Walker ‘said’ the UAB 
exercise: team was: set to meet 
with the local emergency agen- 
cies for.a debriefing. He said 
this would be a good opportuni- 
ty for everyone to discuss things 
they learned or need to work on 
in ‘case of an actual event in the 
future. 

“Everything went very well 
from my viewpoint,” Walker 
said, 

The training exercise at the 
Armory involved approximately 
40 people from UAB and 30-50
